EADER-WRITERS are fortunate people, for the world is, indeed, 

their oyster. They can dip into the rich treasury of life for an almost 

illimitable supply of subjects upon which to focus their readers’ 
attention. This is no less true for The Commercial Motor than for any 
other journal, yet one subject keeps returning—congestion. 

It keeps returning because it is, regrettably, becoming such an 
important part of every operator’s life; he can neither escape it nor solve 
it 

He is frustrated by its strangulating effect on movement, and (so far as 
goods operators are concerned) he is the perpetual whipping boy of the 
efforts that are made by Authority to ease the clogged centres. He asks 
not unreasonably, just to be given the facilities which will enable him to 
deliver goods to his customers, at the time those customers want them 

The taxes the road operator pays go steadily upwards, but he sees all 
too few examples of the ploughing-back by the Government of some of 
Busman, 
haulier, coach operator or C-licensee; all suffer alike as revenue is eaten 


that revenue into solving the colossal problem of congestion 


ip by vehicles standing impotently in traffic 

In this issue two aspects of congestion are under review. On page 318 
is an article about Maidstone and District Motor Services, Ltd., who 
serve the Medway Towns—one of the worst-congested areas in Britain 
Here is the first aspect 

Chis bus company is celebrating its golden jubilee. Its bitter experience 
has been the proof of what operators have been saying for years. It is 
all very well for Mr. Marples to build his eye-catching motorways, but the 
real problem is urban congestion. By-pass motorways, Maidstone and 
District now know (for they have one built and another nearing com- 
pletion in their area), bring immediate relief to the centres they by-pass, 
but soon there follows a build-up of local traffic until congestion in the 
towns is as bad as it was in the pre-motorway era 


Controlling Cars 


The general manager, Mr. A. J. White, sees long-term road rebuilding 
and control of private cars as the only solution. Without any doubt at 
all, he is right—-not only about his own area, but about the country as a 
whole. This is the only way in which goods and passenger operators will 
be able properly to do their invaluable job. 

From the Institution of Municipal Engineers comes the second aspect 
of congestion, referred to earlier. The Institution yesterday organized a 
tremendously successful convention in London on “ Planning for Traffic.” 
Over 1,000 people attended, thus proving beyond all doubt that the 
Institution’s first convention on congestion, held a year ago, was no flash- 
in-the-pan affair. The Minister of Transport can hardly ignore such a 
massive demonstration of public and professional concern. 

Ihe papers presented at yesterday’s convention form a valuable 
compendium of authoritative opinion but, whilst in no way detracting 
from the unstinted praise this convention deserves, it must be remarked 
that nowhere was a road transport operator asked to state his case. Yet 
the main focus should be upon the effects of congestion on road transport, 
and how operators want the problem tackled. Perhaps next year (for this 
must surely become an annual event) this will be remedied. 

Meanwhile, operators can only “ soldier on” as best they can, hoping 
that one day Mr. Marples will let the local authorities do the job they 
keep pressing to be allowed to do—ease congestion by urban road- 
building. And leader-writers, regretfully, must continue coming back 
to this now very tarnished pearl, congestion

Men Who Make 
Transport 


A YOUNG man who is climbing the trailer trail so 





fast that he can talk calmly about a doubled turnover 

as though it were the accepted thing, is Guy Scottorn, 
34-year-old head of Scottorn, Ltd., Kingston Road, New 
Malden, Surrey. 

His Victor Works, in the now busy London suburb, are 
as deceptive as the man who heads the enthusiastic team 
that sends trailers to all parts of the world. For, just as 
a modest office building hides extensive workshops with 
20,000 sq. ft. of floor space, so Guy Scottorn’s modesty 
and deference conceal an agile mind and a driving force 
that are apparent only when he gets down to talking busi- 
ness—preferably trailers. 

He took over control of the business last year on the 
death of his father, Mr. J. V. Scottorn, who founded it in 
the early “30s. But Guy was no newcomer. He’d had his 
feet under the table—-or should I say workbench?—for 
many years before that. In fact it was he who started the 
business of trailer production, now totalling at least half 
of the Scottorn output. But I must go back a few years 
to explain how that came about. 

He was born in another London suburb, in Ealing, in 
1926—on November 5! Father’s business of vehicle over 
hauling and general engineering hadn’t started then but by 
1940, when Hitler’s armies were rampaging the Continent, 
Scottorns were moving out of their old works in Chelsea 
and taking over bigger premises in New Malden. Not, of 
course, the modern, brick building that stands there today

Young Guy, 14 at the time, was sent off to school in 
Wales. In 1944 he went on to Manchester University, but 
like so many other young men of his era his studies were 
interrupted. After only six months he changed his student's

Both Mr. Scott and C.A.V 
deserve all credit for making it possible 
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Happy days, comparatively carefree days, but a training 
that was vital for the years that were ahead. When he 
returned to England—and his 21st birthday—he was given 
the opportunity of choosing his own career Guy chose 
Scottorns—and got the treatment that those men in the 
transport industry who knew his father might expect. He 
found himself on the workshop floor, scraping wheels 
greasing, and doing all those other tasks that set the new 
boy on the right road 

And how well that grounding in the business has served 
him. For when, last year, he was left to carry on, he 
dropped into his new role as quickly and easily as he had 
parachuted from planes so many times during the 10 years 
he spent as a captain in a Territorial unit of an Airborne 
Division 

Why the parachuting hobby? I liked it,” he says, “ and 
I got around.” And, like many other young men who are 
today hitting the high (business) spots, he’s still getting 
around—only now it is to the world markets where he is 
finding new outlets for his trailers 

There are family responsibilities now—he and his wife 
former Festival Ballet dancer Eugenie Sivyer, have a six- 
year-old daughter—so these days on his world travel he 
waits for the plane to land before stepping out. But I'd 
never be surprised to hear that one day this athletic young 
go-getter lands in darkest Africa, by parachute, and with 
i Scottorn trailer dangling at his side 

The trailer side of the business is Guy’s particular baby 
For it was he who pressed on with its development after 
his father had seen the potentialities Now he travels 
abroad for three months of every year. In Africa alone 
over the past three years, he has secured orders worth 
£100,009 to £150,000. Since Scottorns started trailer pro- 
duction the turnover has increased fourfold. “So far it 
has doubled each year,” he told me confidently 

Next year he is to make his first sales-promotion trip to 
the Far East And he'll arrive in Burma, Malaya 
Indonesia and other far away places as he arrived on his 
first trip to Africa alone and with few, if any, introductions 
He likes to do his own pioneering—it makes the fruits of 
his labours so much sweeter 

Ot the current production of Scottorn two-wheeled 
trailers, 9S per cent. goes for export—that’s the measure 
of the success of Guy Scottorn’s policy of personal contact 
with operators in all parts of the world 

But, as I have said, trailer production is only half the 
Scottorn business. “ Don’t think I'm always on the trailer 
trail,” Guy told me. Forty per cent. of the business is in 
the Austin commercial vehicle dealership and the remainder 
in general engineering and fleet repairs, and a walk round 
the modern, well-equipped workshops is sufficient testi 
mony to the success of this activity. 

The construction and assembly of special units has long 
been one of Guy Scottorn’s interests, and much thought 
has been given and work put in on vehicles for activities 
like geophysical exploration. 

As head of a business at 34, Guy Scottorn has many 
burdens to carry. How does he “ get away from it all”? 
By relaxing, usually with a book, in his flat in Kensington 
He and his wife like the atmosphere of the “ villages ” 
around the centre of London. Occasionally they “ make 
the journey” to places like Hampstead, but more often 
than not there is quite enough going on in the village of 
Kensington. In any case, it’s so near the Lycées Francais 
where their daughter is at school . and so near, too, to 
his other “ home” at the Scottorn works in New Malden, 
especially when you are motoring the “other way” in 
the rush-hour.

Road-rail Transport Discussed 


PAPER entitled “ Some Speculation 
on the Future of Railway Mechanical 
Engineering was read by Mr. F. T 
Barwell, of the British Transport Com- 
mission to the Institution of Mechanical 
Engineers, Railway Engineers Group, on 
Wednesday. Although this was concerned 
mainly with purely railway practice _and 
permanent way construction, there were 
sections dealing with combined road and 
rail transport 
Examples included the 
where a semi-trailer carries retractable 
rail wheels, and the American Portager 
system, where a conventional semi-trailer 
is lifted bodily on to a special railway 
wagon This has a platform for the

In a diagram, these vehicles were shown 
to be tandem-axle semi-trailers forming a 
train. Special bogies supported the front 
ends of the trailers and were connected 
to the rear of the trailer in front. The 
bogies had conventional road wheels and 
carried the driving motor They also 
incorporated guide wheels.

|' has been known for some time that Leyland Motors, Ltd., were to introduce 
a 36-ft.-long version of their Leopard underfloor-engined single-deck bus and 
coach chassis, for which orders have already been placed for over 140 by 22 


British operators. 

Details of this model, designated the 
Leopard PSU3.1R, have now been 
released. As the continued use of the 
model name implies, it has been evolved 
from the existing 30-ft.-long Leopard 
The new chassis is available in bus and 
coach versions of similar general specifi- 
cation and having a _ gross weight 
rating of 114 tons, although heavy-duty 
springs can be fitted to allow this to be 
increased to 13 tons 


18-ft. 6-in. Wheelbase 

The wheelbase in both cases is 18 ft. 
6 in., and the figures for maximum front 
ind rear overhang are 7 ft. and 10 ft. 6 in 
respectively. 

Each model has the 9.8-litre Leyland 
0.600 engine in horizontal form, incor- 
porating the spheroidal cavity combustion 
chamber introduced last year on the 
Power-Plus range of engines The bus 
version of the engine develops 125 b.h.p. 
at 1,700 r.p.m., but the coach engine is 
set to give 130 b.h.p. at 2,200 r.p.m. 

Features of the engine installation are 
a “no-loss"” pressurized cooling system, 
shaft or gear drive for all auxiliaries, and 
a large-capacity oil bath air-cleaner with 
forward intake 


Similar to Royal Tiger 

The standard transmission incorporates 
a 164-in. clutch and four-speed gear- 
box. All gears are in constant mesh, with 
synchromesh cones for third and fourth 
speeds. Ground gears are used through- 
out, those for the second and third being 
of the helical type to promote quietness 
Basically similar engine and gearbox units 
were used for the Leyland Royal Tige: 
PSU1 model of some years ago 

A fluid coupling with lock-up clutch 
and semi- or fully automatic four-speed 
Pneumo-cyclic gearbox can be supplied 
as an alternative 

The standard rear axle for the new 
models is a single-speed spiral bevel unit

Leopards, with alternative ratios of 5.143, 
4.625 or 4.111 to 1. An Eaton 18800 
two-speed axle can be supplied, however,

6.5 and 8.87 

Compressed air brakes based on those 
used for the shorter Leopards are 
employed. The system incorporates a 
10-cu.-ft. compressor, diaphragm brake 
chambers and a DI type control valve 
operated by an orthodox pedal. Bendix- 
Westinghouse slack adjusters are used in 
conjunction with “S-type cams. The 
total braking area is 623.3 sq. in 


Marles Steering 

Marles cam-and-double-roller type 
steering gear is employed with a steering 
wheel diameter of 22 in. and a ratio of 
28.5 to 1. The swept turning circle is 
quoted as being within 71 ft. diameter. 

Three-inch-wide leaf springs are 
employed, those for the I-section axle 
beam being 60 in. long and the rear ones 
being 62 in. long. Lever-type hydraulic 
dampers are employed for the front axle. 

The frame is of bolted construction, 
employing parallel 9/32 in. deep channel- 
section sidemembers of 8 in. depth and 
straight-topped over most of their length 
but tapering to a depth of 6 in. forward 
of the front axle. The provision of an 
uninterrupted level floor is facilitated by 
the way in which all units are mounted 
below the level of the top of the frame. 
A drop rear extension can be fitted for 
the coach version.

Bradford May Scrap 


Trolleybuses 


HINT that Bradford may scrap its 

trolleybus fleet in the next 10 years 
was given to Wibsey Conservative Club 
last week by Councillor H. A. Sissling, 
deputy chairman of the city’s transport 
committee. 

There might be a review of major 
policy about Bradford’s public transport 
fleet, composed at present of equal num- 
bers of trolleybuses and motorbuses, 
said Councillor Sissling. “I myself,” he 
added, “feel there is no room for both 
services. They complicate servicing, 
stores and works policies.” 

Councillor Sissling said that on some 
routes motor and trolleybuses ran side 
by side, which was uneconomical. The 
cost of each type of vehicle was roughly 
the same, about £6,000, but the cost of 
installing overhead wiring for trolley 
buses was £8,500 a mile. Turning corners 
and junctions for trolleybuses cost any 
thing over £200. In addition, he said, 
motorbuses kept much better to time 
schedules in the crowded city centre. 

Pointing out that if this policy were 
adopted it would take an estimated 10 
years to carry out, he said it would mean 
disposing of 190 tolleybuses and dealing 
with the problem route by route.

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Indicators that Vary for Day 
and Night 


FLASHING indicator system incor- 
porating resistances which enable 
the brightness of the rear indicators to 
be reduced at night has been developed 
by Joseph Lucas, Ltd. The system also 
reduces the intensity of the stop lamps. 
The need for such a development has 
long been considered necessary, parti- 
cularly in the case of private cars which 
have large, bright, rear flashers and stop 
lamps which provide clear signalling 
during daylight, but dazzle in darkness. 
The system embodies a relay which is 
energized whenever the side and _ tail 
lights are in use and which automatically 
connects resistors in series with the bulb 
filaments, so reducing the voltage applied 
to the bulbs and their light output. A 
further resistor is connected in parallel 
with the lamps at night to provide an 
additional load on the flasher unit, for 
otherwise the reduced current drawn by 
the lamps would upset the frequency of 
operation of the thermal flasher unit. 

The brightness of the front indicators 
is not affected by the system as it is 
considered desirable to retain the day- 
light intensity of these so that they can 
be seen at night against headlamps. The 
new Lucas system will permit illumina- 
tion intensities higher than those cur- 
rently in general use to be adopted for 
daylight signalling, investigations having 
indicated that for signals to be really 
effective under all daylight conditions 
higher intensities are needed. 

Examples of the new system will be 
exhibited by Joseph Lucas (Electrical), 
Ltd., for the first time at the Motor 
Show, which opens at Earls Court on 
October 18. They will also show for 
the first time a new current voltage 
regulator, the model RB340. This 
operates on the current-voltage system 
of generator-output regulation, which 
enables more efficient use to be made of 
larger generator capacities than is pos- 
sible with the system of compensated- 
voltage-control hitherto used. 

The control box contains two separate 
vibrating-armature type single-contact 
regulators and a cut-out relay. One 
regulator is responsive to changes in 
current and the other to voltage, and the 
voltage regulator and cut-out relay are 
temperature compensated Toothed 


adjustment cams are incorporated to 
enable voltage and current settings to be 
made with a special tool. The. RB340 
control box weighs 1} Ib. 

Although not completely new, the first 
showing at Earls Court will be made of 
the Lucas 3GM_ electrically driven 
radiator-cooling fan. This unit, which 
weighs 4 Ib., has been designed for 
thermostatic control so that the fan is 
not operative when the engine is cold. 

Also receiving its first London showing 
is the Lucas 2FP submerged electric fuel 
pump, which can operate at a delivery 
rate of approximately 45 g.p.h. at 
pressures of up to 5 p.s.i.

RANSPORT operators in South 

Africa are said to be obtaining better 
service from tyres by filling them with 
nitrogen instead of air. The gas is stored 
in cylinders at 1,980 p.s.i. One reason is 
that the oxygen in air-filled tyres is 
deleterious to rubber. Another is that 
there are no traces of oil—which also 
attacks rubber—in gas from a cylinder, 
whilst a third is that nitrogen-filled tyres 
are less sensitive to temperature changes, 
pressures in heavy-duty tyres being said 
to rise only 2 p.s.i. on a very hot day 

A South African firm is now marketing 
nitrogen tyre-filling equipment to farmers 
and other operators of transport vehicles 
who cannot conveniently use compressors 
to inflate tyres.

AIN impressions after testing the Austin 30-cwt. 

S.200 lorry are ease of entry into the F.G. cab, 

excellent visibility, stability of the suspension and 
lively performance, particularly in lower gears. Manceuvra- 
bility was also quite commendable, although the steering 
was heavier than would be expected from this class of 
vehicle. 

It is now almost two years since the B.M.C. range of 
forward-control 2-, 3- and 4-ton vehicles 
incorporating the F.G. cab with angled doors 
was introduced. Full details of the range 
were, in fact, given in The Commercial Motor 
of November 13, 1959. The Austin $.200 and 
its counterpart, the Morris F.G. 14-tonner, 
were added to the range some five months later to replace 
the Austin 301 and Morris LCS, respectively. As they have 
body dimensions virtually the same as the 2-ton models, the 
14-tonners can only be distinguished by the existence of 
single rear wheels instead of twins. 

Mechanically, however, there is a great deal of difference. 
Instead of the B.M.C 3.4-litre diesel or 4-litre petrol engines, 
the 14-tonmners use the B.M.C. 2.2-litre diesel or 2.2-litre 
petrol engines. These engines were of course fitted in the 
models replaced, but the output of the petrol engine was 
increased from 46 to 61 b.h.p. net at 3,500 r.p.m., with 
maximum net torque increased from 97 to I11 Ib.-ft. at 
1,750 r.p.m. Comparable figures for the 2.2-litre diesel 
engine are 55 b.h.p. at 3,500 r.p.m. and 89 Ib.-ft. at 2,800 
r.p.m. 

Also different are the gearbox and axle fitted in the 14-ton 
models. The gearbox has four forward speeds and reverse, 
as with the rest of the range, but instead of constant-mesh 
gears, has synchromesh on second, third and top speeds 
The difference between the rear axles is that on the 14- 
tonner it is a three-quarter-floating assembly, whilst on the 
2-, 3- and 4-tonners the unit is fully floating and the 
standard and optional ratios available vary.

Although there are differences in brake-shoe dimensions, 
tyre equipment and wheelbases, detail design of all models 
in the range is basically similar. The F.G. cab is also 
standard on each model. When this design 
was first introduced there were some who 
thought the cab somewhat ugly. With most 
departures from the traditional, however, it 
is possible to become accustomed to the new 
shape and it then appears quite normal. This 
is no doubt the case with the F.G. cab and the design 
is accepted as marking an important step forward in 
improved access and safety. 

Not only is the F.G. cab well designed so far as access 
is concerned, but the interior is also well laid out both in 
the location of switches and instruments. The driving 
position is also good. Instruments are mounted in a cowled 
panel between the steering column and the bottom wind- 
screen sill. Water-temperature and fuel gauges, oil-pressure 
and ignition-warning lights are incorporated in the speedo- 
meter dial which is on the left of the panel. 

In the centre there is an ammeter, and the combined 
ignition and starter switch is on the right-hand side of the 
casing. Head- and side-lights are operated from a switch 
on a bracket at the top of the steering column on the 
right. This has the horn button at its end. At the top of 
the column on the other side there is the flashing direction- 
indicator lever. 

The only criticism of the controls is that the toggle 
switches for wipers, panel light and interior light, which are 
mounted on the sill forward of the driver’s door, are not 
marked to show what they are for.

The results suggest that if the vehicle is to be used fully 
laden for most of the time, the 6.57-to-1 ratio axle would 
be better. When lighter loads are more common—and this 
will be the case normally with this type of vehicle—the 
standard 5.714-to-1 ratio axle would be more advantageous. 

Acceleration tests showed the liveliness of the $.200, the 
figures of 7.3 seconds from 0-20 m.p.h. and 15.2 seconds 
from 0-30 m.p.h. being very good for a gross weight ratio 
of 0.842 b.h.p. per cwt.

Is Payload So 


THE man at the end of the telephone was Mr. J. E. 

Kirby, managing director of Federated Road Transport 
Services, Ltd., Leicester. I had just asked his opinion of 
the importance of payload capacity. “ Payload is of paras 
mount importance,” he said. This incident arose following 
th: phrase used by your technical editor, Mr. John Moon, 
in his article, “ The Beaver Takes Some Beating,” published 
in your issue of September 22. 

Mr. Moon wrote: “. . . many operators are prepared to 
sacrifice the ton or so of payload involved in the interests 
of more flexible working.” 

Whilst we applaud his emphasis on the benefits of artics. 
over rigids, we must contest his suggestion that the 
importance of payload diminishes when an operator shifts 
to artics. Experience teaches us a different lesson, and 
Mr. Kirby’s opinion reflects, I submit, the views of most 
hauliers. 

Road transport today is fiercely competitive. Calcula- 
tions are made on the basis of pennies, miles and hundred- 
weights. The operator who can put an articulated outfit 
on the road weighing “a ton or so ™ less than a compar 
able-capacity combination has a much bigger chance of 
staying in business and enjoying smiles from his bank 
manager. 


Reasonable Revenue 

Using a 10-ton carrier, on trunk hauling, an annual gross 
of some £4,000 is not, I believe, unreasonable. In fact, it 
might be a conservative estimate. But just one ton extra 
payload could mean an increase in revenue over the year 
of some £400—not to be sneezed at! 

It could, of course, be more (much more) at higher 
commodity rates. Or, put another way, a reduction of 
one ton in payload can cost the operator £400 annually in 
lost revenue. Of course, he might find a solution to this 
if he is prepared to let his gross loads run over the maxi 
mum legal limit, but that extra ton is liable to cost him 
dear; all over the country, enforcement of legal weight 
limits is becoming ever more stringent. 

My company can offer a semi-trailer nearly 15 cwt 
lighter than the tandem mentioned in Mr. Moon’s article 
This would offer at least £300 extra revenue a year 

As Mr. Kirby said—“ Payload is of paramount import- 
ance! ”

Mr. Drake and Mr. Kidd said that 
unless swift and drastic action was taken 
now, road communications would cease to 
function.

The great advances in means of 
transportation made for a wider choice of 
site for its successful growth, and the 
successful growth depended basically 
upon the quality of the town’s communi- 
cations with other towns or countries 
abroad. 

The very problems which road traffic 
created in towns, and which were con- 
tinually being represented as the bogy of 
this twentieth century, was the measure 
of the success of a town as a thriving, 
living organism 

Property Values 

In the case of a traffic network such 
as London's Piccadilly, the problem could 
be solved both functionally and aestheti- 
cally if the property in the vicinity were 
in the ownership of the local authority, 
and they were prepared to carry out a 
drastic surgical operation of demolition 
and subsequent rebuilding. The problem, 
said Mr. Wardley, was not traffic con- 
gestion, but inflated property values 

Towns had an attraction which arose 
from a host of diiferent reasons. To marty 
people the streets and buildings had an 
aesthetic appeal. A fine street line with 
a facade of buildings of quality, termin- 
ated with a vista of equally attractive 
appearance, was a thing of great beauty 
It could easily be destroyed by intro- 
ducing objects or structures which 
interrupted the view 

When advocates of pedestrian segre- 
gation suggested footways and foot- 
bridges across ‘the streets at first floor 
level, they were in danger of destroying 
one of the fundamental qualities of a 
great town or city. Road junctions in a 
town—especially in a city centre—were a 
source of danger to pedestrians who also 
caused interruptions in the flow of traffic 
Whether or not the alternative to crossing 
the roads was a bridge or a subway, 
experience so far showed that the pedes- 
trian would only use the alternative 
reluctantly. The subway had much to 
commend it, however, especially if 
approached by ramps rather than steps. 

Rail traffic co-ordinated with road 
transport was an important factor in 
solving the problem of rational and safe 
road usage, and heliports and aerodromes 
for c.vil air travel must also figure in the 
planning for traffic in a provincial town. 

Those who voiced the opinion that the 
congestion caused by the ever-increasing 
volume of motor vehicles coming on to 
the roads was making for disaster and a

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complete standstill in the country’s towns 
and cities, did little service to the public 
in solving the problem. 

Until recently, practically nothing had 
been done to provide adequate roads for 
the past 30 years. Money had not been 
forthcoming to deal with the situation. 
It was, therefore, not surprising that we 
were faced with our present-day 
problems. 

In the last paper, “ Railways— Their 
Future Réle ’—Mr. C. W. King, chief 
civil engineer of British Railways, central 
said it would be in the national 
interest for there to be the maximum 
possible co-ordination of future planning 
for both roads and railways 

Mr. King said that the position of rail- 
ways in national transport had changed 
radically since their early Door- 
to-door conveyance, particularly when 
associated with short-distance travel for 
both passengers and freight, had obvious 
advantages. There were savings in time 
and immediate cost when passengers or 
freight could be conveyed in one vehicle 
without change or transfer, and when the 
journey could start and finish at times 
suiting individual convenience. 

At normal times, the railways found it 
difficult in such circumstances to compete 
with road vehicles. This was particularly 
so with family journeys on which motor- 
ists could “ loose-pack” the boot of the 
car and adjust starting and running 
schedules at will 

In planning for the future, the railways 
had to recognize these factors. But they 
considered they could offer outstanding 
advantages for longer journeys and, in 
times of highly congested road travel, for 
short distances as well Average speeds 
were higher, there was greater safety, 
better amenities and larger capacity for 
moving people and heavy

High-speed Freight 

It could be that as the future map of 
the system took shape it would be con- 
sidered possible and worth wh 
allocate a north to south and an east to 
west route for frequent and high speed 
freight trains, with up-to-date transfe:

These proposals were very much in line 
with those recommended by the Channel 
Tunnel Study Group. In that project, 
terminal stations were to be built on each 
side of the Channel near the tunnel por- 
tals.

The system that has saved so many Maidstone and Districi

Maidstone and District’s two major problems today are 
rural services and traffic density. It would be no exaggera- 
tion to say that the company’s terrain presents one or the 
other of these problems on the majority of the stage 
services. The country are generally under- 
subscribed. The town services, running profitable loads, 
almost without exception have to cope with immense traffic 
congestion 

Of the two problems, perhaps rural have 
attracted the most attention to date, simply because in this 
respect the operator is himself often able to do something 
to overcome his difficulties, whereas traffic congestion is a 
national disaster about which he is able to do little other 
than prompt and advise. 

Undoubtedly in Maidstone and District’s case, one-man 
buses have saved the day. The general manager is quite 
emphatic about this, and quotes figures to prove it. He 
says that but for one-man buses the company would have 
been forced over the past four years to reduce its rural 
service mileage by 3,250,000. The extensive use,of the 
one-man system has saved these services, many of which 
do not earn sufficient receipts to cover the drivers’ wages 

One appreciates, consequently, why Mr. White does not 
look with favour on the Jack Committee Report.

Maidstone and District, of course, were operating the 
one-man system well before the idea “caught on” 
generally, or became a matter of major controversy within 
and without the industry. But it was in 1956 that the 
modern concept of the system first began to be fully 
exploited. Before then four single-deckers had been used 
op the one-man basis. Between 1956-57 another 30 were 
put on. Today some 20 per cent. of the company’s stage- 
carriage service mileage is one-man-operated. 

Maidstone and District is listed as the 19th largest of 
state-owned, municipal and B.E.T. undertakings. In terms 
of one-man operation it is probably the biggest, but in 
Mr. White's view, by the end of this year the development 
of the system within his company will have reached its 
peak. At that time about a quarter of Maidstone and 
District’s stage mileage will be covered by one-man services

The other major problem confronting the company 
traffic congestion in the towns carrying the bulk of the 
profitable services, is today critical in the extreme. But it 
is obviously a problem to which the company itself can 
have no real solution. 

Up until the opening of the A20 motorway in 1960, the 
headquarters town of Maidstone, Kent’s county capital, 
presented a major problem, particularly at summer week 
ends when the bottleneck effect of the town on holiday 
traffic produced chaos. The building of the motorway, 
which by-passes Maidstone, eased this problem at first, but 
now, according to Mr. White, the build-up of purely local 
traffic has become sufficient to recreate it, although perhaps 
not quite on the former scale. 

But it is the Medway 
Chatham, Gillingham and Rainham—which present the 
obstacle to efficient and economic urban 
stage-carriage Throughout the year to 
degree, but especially in the summer months, the weight of 
traffic and the massive hold-ups are such as to break down 
completely the company’s services. Strood-Rainham on 
Saturdays and Sundays more often than not becomes a 
complete blockage in both directions. Every Maidstone 
and District service is affected—and there are 36 
operating in these five Medway towns, many of which are 
of high frequency. 

Work is now in progress on the Medway section of the 
London-Dover motorway, and Mr. White admits that its 
completion should provide some relief, especially at 
week-ends. But he fears that, as with Maidstone but to a 
greater degree, the build-up of local traffic once the 
through-flow has been improved will very quickly intensify 
the difficulties once again

In Addition to Knowing the Cost of Operating a Vehicle, Distinction 


Between Future and Current Expenditure Must be Observed 


AST week in replying to a reader's inquiry for advice on 

how to set up in haulage. the importance of first making 

a survey in the area in which it was proposed to operate 
as to the likely availability of profitable traffic was emphasized 
This, in turn, presupposes that the would-be operator has 
already acquainted himself with the likely cost of operating the 
vehicle he has in mind. 

In addition to obtaining a knowledge of the 10 items which 
go to make up the total operating cost. and the relevant figures 
for his particular vehicle, some acquaintance with the general 
principles of commercial vehicle costing would 
advisable, so that the correct interpretation can be 
whatever estimates are calculated 

Whilst the meaning of the 10 items of operating cost, namely 
wages, rent and insurance, interest, fuel, 
tyres, maintenance and depreciation, may be fully

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Maintenance, inclusive of washing and servicing as well as 
subsequent major repairs, is calculated to cost the equivalent of 
1.68d. a mile, provided the average weekly mileage is not less 
than 400. The final item of running cost, namely depreciation, 
adds 1.36d. a mile. This amount is derived by first deducting 
the equivalent cost of the original set of tyres from the total 
cost of the vehicle, followed by a further deduction relative to 
the ultimate residual value, which in this instance is assumed 
to be 10 per cent. of the initial cost. This leaves a balance of 
£848 and, assuming a vehicle mileage life of 150,000, the 
depreciation cost per mile is then obtained 

The total for these five items of running costs is 6.22d. which, 
when added to the standing cost per mile of 8.30d., gives a total 
operating cost of 14.52d. at 400 miles a week 

The corresponding running costs per

Still assuming that the operator commences with a new 
vehicle, it would normally be some time before any expenditure 
should be incurred on tyre replacement. As a result, the whole 
of the estimated weekly cost of this item, namely £1 4s. 8d., 
would be reckoned as deferred expenditure, whilst the cost of 
depreciation (£2° Ss. 4d.) must obviously come under this 
heading 

As already mentioned, the item of maintenance 
washing and servicing, in addition to subsequent major repairs. 
It is common practice to perform some of these minor servicing 
tasks on a weekly basis and on this account 15s. of the total 
cost of £2 16s. will be reckoned as immediate expenditure, 
whilst the balance (£2 Is.) will come under the heading of 
deferred costs.
